FARM INVESTMENT 
TOTALS BILLIONS 


Capital investment in Canadian 
farms in 1947 amounted to $6,253,716,- 
000 according to the Quarterly Bulle- 
tin of Agricultural Statistics for April 
June, 1948. ; 

The items normally included in this 
figure are lands and buildings, im- 
plements and machinery including 
motor trucks and automobiles, and 
livestock including poultry and ani- 
mals on fur farms. Because there is 
no information available yet on the 
value of fur-bearing animals on farms 
in 1947 this item is omitted. Despite 
this omission, the total value of fanm

Bristol’s real gem of architecture is 
St. Mscry Redclifef Church which 
Queen Elizabeth declared was the 
‘fairest, goodliest and most famous 
jparish church in all England. Al- 
though many buildings around it were 
‘destroyed by ‘bombs, St. Mary Red- 
‘cliffe escaped serious injury although 
marked by flying fragments. 

Another church, famous for its 
leaning tower, Temple Church, was 
‘completely destroyed, leaving the lean- 
ing tower still standing and _ still 
leaning three feet, nine inches out of 
perpendicular. It was only recently | 
idiscovered that vandals had deliber-| 
tately hacked to pieces many stone 
tand marble memorials which emerged |

Canadian Pilot 
Training To Get 
Government Grant 


A Government subsidy to promote 
civilian flying training has received 
Cabinet approval and will be an- 
nounced shortly from Ottawa, accord- 
ing to a report in the October issue 
of Canadian Aviation. 

More generous than the pre-war 
grant to flying clubs, this new pro- 


cash payment to each flying graduate. 

Each flying club or school provid- 
ing an approved course of air and 
ground instruction will receive $100 
for every student who passes the pri- 
vate flying license tests. In addition, 
the student will receive a cash sub- 
sidy with his license. 

The military significance of this 
program, is indicated by the provision 
of an extra bonus to each flying 
graduate if he (a) is 18-22 years of 
age; (b) can pass the RCAF aircrew 
medical; (¢c) is willing to sign up for 
the RCAF auxiliry or the permanent

The government was elected by the 
large mass of labourers who expect- 
ed that all their troubles would be 
ended. They have not got what they 
expected, but they stll think they are 
better off. Actually it is a debatable 
subject, for although their wages 
have been much augumented, the 
taxes and high cost of everything has 
probably eaten up the increase. 

Even if the lower class is better 
off, the middle and upper classes are 
definitely much worse off than they 
ever were before. 

I was struck by the fact that the 
government is apparently more inter- 
ested in trying to prevent anyone 
from making a profit, and in taking 
money away from anyone who has it, 
than in trying to improve conditions. 
The government debates when I was 
over there were confined principally 
to the mationalizing of doctors and 
health services and the abolition of 
capital punishment. 


It semed to me that socialism, there 
is bound to fail. One reason is that 
the people do not act as they should 
in theory. No one seems, to be anxi-

“On the 
other hand, imports of an essential 
nature such as coal, petroleum and 
heavy machinery have been in sig- 
nificantly higher ~ figures,.. reflecting | _ 
both price factors and the effects of 
high levels of industrial activity and 
new capital expansion in this coun- 
try. : 
Steep Increase In Imports From U.K. 

The outstanding feature of Cana- 
da’s trade with the United. Kingdom 
in the period under review has been 
a 65 per cent increase, by value, in 
the movement of British goods to this 
country, the bank comments. While 
showing little change in dollar ag- 
gregate Canadian exports to Britain 
have altered significantly higher fig- 
ures for meats and base metals hav- 
ing offset reduced shipments of 
wheat tobacco, oats, apples and pota- 
toes. 

Referring to recent discussions be- 
tween Britain’s chancellor of the ex- 
chem ,and ministers of the Canad- 
an government, the B of M says 
that while little is known of the out- 
come of these conversations, it is 
clear that efforts will be made to 
narrow the gap in trade, both by ex- 
panding British exports to Canada 
and by adjusting the United King- 
dom’s import programs. The review 
adds that it is generally considered 
likely that the Dominion government 
will soon release to the United King- 
dom the unexpended balance of the 
1946 loan. 


In the light of these trends, the 
bank says that, while no official 
statement has been made about Can- 
ada’s reserves of gold and U.S. dol- 
lars since holdings of $742 millions 
were announced as at June 23, it is 
a “reasonable supposition’ that some 
further improvement has taken plac 

“This supposition’, it continues, 
“is, strengithened iby thie Govern- 
ment’s announcement on October 8 
that the unused portion of $160 mil- 
lions of the loan of $300 millions 
from the United States Export-Im- 
port Bank, arranged late last year, 
has been cancelled on Canada’s inita- 
tive. The $140 millions previously 
drawn down has, it will be recalled, 
been repaid out of the proceeds of 
borrowing from private sources.”

The brief* was prepared by the 
Association of Ontario Mayors and 
Reeves, Ontario Municipal Associa- 
tion, Ontario Association of Rural 
Municipalities and North Western On- 
tario Municipal Association. It was 
presented by Reeve Ann Shipley, of 
Teck Township. — 

In urging establishing of a provin- 
cial-munictpal “committee or com- 
mission” the organizations said they 
understand such a move was forecast 
Jast year in tthe Speech from the 
Throne at the opening of the Legisla- 
ture. 

The commission, said the brief, 
should survey ‘the whole field of 
proyincial - municipal relationships” 
and recommend changes in “func- 
tions and finances’.

municipal arrangements,”
